2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claims 13 and 30 : Wang et al . teaches a process for the 

development of scaleable, high performance material (see Wangjtal., column 1, lines 
30-55). The process includes computer assisted knowledge cycle (predictive analysis) 
that uses experimental data (see Wang et al , column 13, lines 29-53, and columns 14- 
22). 

However, Wang et al . does not teach using experimental data to generate 
working hypotheses and suggested steps for at least one of experimental and 
theoretical investigation to guide the search for better material. 

The claimed invention further includes data analysis module that processes 
experimental data for use in screening materials or performing quantitative 
calculations of useful process and product variables. 

Claims 1-12 are cancelled and the remaining claims are dependent upon claim 
13 and contain further limitations.
